The Dawson Springs City 
Council held a special called 
meeting at 4 p.m.

ADVOCACY ASSOCIATION SAYS 

Alzheimer’s Diagnosis Sometimes Not Disclosed

Every 67 seconds someone 
in the U.S. develops Alzheim¬ 
er’s disease and most don’t find 
out they have it until their dis¬ 
ease becomes more advanced, 
according to a report by the 
Alzheimer’s Association. 


The organization’s 2015 
Alzheimer’s Disease Facts and 
Figures report says only 45 per¬ 
cent of people with the disease, 
or their caregivers, were told 
their diagnosis by their doctor. 

One reason, the report 
says, is that they don’t want 
to cause the patient emotional 
distress, but the report says 


studies have found that “few 
patients become depressed or 
have other long-term emotion¬ 
al problems” when they learn 
of their diagnosis. 

The Alzheimer’s Associa¬ 
tion says early disclosure of the 
diagnosis “should be standard 
practice” because it allows the 
patient to participate in early 


decision making about their 
care plans, deal with legal and 
financial issues, decide if they 
would like to participate in 
research, and gives them time 
to fulfill lifelong plans. The 
association said in the release 
that not enough resources and 
education are in place to help 
medical providers with “best 


practices for telling patients 
and their families.” 

“Telling patients the truth 
about their diagnosis allows 
them to seek treatment early, 
when it’s likely to be more 
effective, and gives them a 
voice in planning how they

Jobless Rate Falls 


Unemployment rates 
fell in 119 Kentucky coun¬ 
ties between February 
2014 and February 2015 
while Russell County’s 
rate stayed the same, ac¬ 
cording to the Kentucky 
Office of Employment and 
Training, an agency of the 
Kentucky Education and 
Workforce Development 
Cabinet. 

All nine counties in the 
Pennyrile Area Develop¬ 
ment District showed a 
decline in unemployment 
between Febuary 2014 and 
Febuary 2015. The lowest 
rate in the district for Fe¬ 
buary of this year was in 
Todd County with 4.7 per¬ 
cent. It was followed by 
Crittenden County with 
5.6 percent; Caldwell and 


Hopkins counties, 5.8 per¬ 
cent each; Christian and 
Trigg counties, 6.1 percent 
each; Lyon County, 6.9 per¬ 
cent; Muhlenberg County, 
7.4 percent; and Livings¬ 
ton County, 8.5 percent. 

Woodford County re¬ 
corded the lowest jobless 
rate in the commonwealth 
at 3.5 percent. It was fol¬ 
lowed by Fayette County, 
4 percent; Oldham, Scott 
and Shelby counties, 4.1 
percent each; Boone and 
Owen counties, 4.3 per¬ 
cent each; and Anderson, 
Jessamine, Spencer and 
Washington counties, 4.4 
percent each.

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Kentuckians Disagree On 
Religious Freedom Laws

As a lifelong liberal 
Democrat, former state 
treasurer Jonathan Mill¬ 
er was very disturbed 
to hear about Indiana’s 
recently signed religious 
freedom law, which oppo¬ 
nents fear could be used 
to discriminate against 
gays and lesbians. 

Basketball luminaries 
such as Charles Barkley 
have said the NCAA Final 
Four shouldn’t be held 
in Indiana because of 
it, and NCAA President 
Mark Emmert said Mon¬ 
day that his Indianapolis- 
based group might have 
to rethink holding major 
events there. 

But on Monday, Miller 
was still looking for tick¬ 
ets to UK’s game against 
Wisconsin on Saturday 
in Indianapolis. 

“As a good progressive 
and a good liberal, I live 
in a state with a religious 
freedom law,” he pointed 
out. “It’s quite disturb¬ 
ing, but I’d be a hypocrite 
if I boycotted Indiana 
when I don’t boycott my 
home state.” 

Kentucky passed its 
religious freedom law 
two years ago to ensure 
that government action 
does not interfere with 
religious belief protected 
by the First Amendment. 

It, too, was bitterly 
fought over, and even 
vetoed by Gov. Steve 
Beshear before legisla¬ 
tors overwhelmingly 
overrode the veto. 

That bill emerged after 
a group of Amish refused 
to place orange safety 
signs on the backs of 
their buggies, saying the 


rule infringed on their 
religious freedom. Oppo¬ 
nents warned that the law 
might be used instead to 
legalize discrimination. 

Kentucky and 19 other 
states have religious 
freedom laws; Kentucky 
also has seven cities 
with fairness ordinanc¬ 
es — Louisville, Lexing¬ 
ton, Vicco, Covington, 
Morehead, Frankfort 
and Danville. Indianapo¬ 
lis also has such an ordi¬ 
nance. 

It’s not clear whether 
the state law could be 
used to overturn a city 
ordinance or vice versa, 
said Joe Dunman, a Lou¬ 
isville attorney who is 
part of the legal team in 
Bourke vs. Beshear, the 
case attempting to strike 
down Kentucky’s ban on 
same sex marriage that 
is now before the US. 
Supreme Court. 

As Dunman pointed 
out, in neither Kentucky 
nor Indiana is it illegal to 
discriminate against gay 
people, but many reli¬ 
gious freedom advocates 
worry that those states 
will someday enlarge 
their constitutions’ civil 
rights protections to 
include sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

There’s also a federal 
version of the religious 
freedom law, which has 
had a bigger effect. In 
a decision involving 
Hobby Lobby last year, 
the US. Supreme Court 
agreed with the corpo¬ 
ration that the federal 
health-care law’s man¬ 
date for employers to 
provide birth control to 
employees would violate 
the company’s religious 
freedom.

State Health Dept. Says 
Flu Vaccine Still Available 


The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health 
continues to emphasize 
the importance in influ¬ 
enza vaccine following a 
recent increase in flu ac¬ 
tivity attributed to influ¬ 
enza B viruses. While in¬ 
fluenza A has accounted 
for most of the flu activity 
so far this season, it is not 
uncommon for influenza 
B types to become more 
predominant in the latter 
half of a flu season. 

According to DPH, an 
upswing in flu activity 
caused by B types of the 
virus has been observed, 
including an increase 
in some long-term care 
facilities. The level of 
influenza activity in Ken¬ 
tucky was raised from 
“local” to “regional” two 
weeks ago due to evi¬ 
dence that flu B cases are 
on the rise. Laboratory 
testing has indicated that 
currently circulating in¬ 
fluenza B virus strains 
are well-matched to this 
season’s flu vaccine. 

“It’s not too late to get a 
flu shot,” said DPH Com¬ 
missioner Dr. Stephanie 
Mayfield. “Flu season 
typically runs from Octo¬ 
ber to May. Even though 
it’s late in the season, it’s 
not too late for the flu 
vaccine to be effective in 
helping to prevent infec¬ 
tion from influenza B.” 

Mayfield said the vac¬ 
cine is still available at 
various locations around 
the state, including pro¬ 
vider offices, local health 
departments and phar¬ 
macies. Vaccinations can 
be given any time during 
the flu season, and this 
season there is a plenti¬ 
ful vaccine supply. 

The CDC’s Advisory 
Committee on Immuni¬ 
zation Practices recom¬ 
mends flu vaccine for all 
individuals 6 months of 
age and older. Individuals 
who are especially encour¬ 
aged to receive the flu vac¬ 
cine because they may be 
at higher risk for compli¬ 
cations or negative conse¬ 
quences include children 
ages 6 months to 19 years; 


pregnant women; people 
50 or older; people of any 
age with chronic health 
problems; people who live 
in long-term care facili¬ 
ties; healthcare workers; 
caregivers of or people 
who live with someone 
at high risk for complica¬ 
tions from the flu; and out- 
of-home caregivers of or 
people who live with chil¬ 
dren less than 6 months 
old. 

Kentuckians should 
receive a new flu vaccina¬ 
tion each season for opti¬ 
mal protection. Healthy, 
nonpregnant people ages 
2 through 49 can be vac¬ 
cinated with either the flu 
shot or the nasal vaccine 
spray Children younger 
than 9 years old who did 
not receive a previous 
seasonal flu vaccination 
should receive a second 
dose at least four weeks af¬ 
ter their first vaccination. 

In addition to flu vac¬ 
cine, DPH strongly en¬ 
courages all adults 65 
years and older and oth¬ 
ers in high-risk groups 
to ask their healthcare 
providers about the pneu¬ 
mococcal vaccines. These 
vaccines can help prevent 
a type of pneumonia, one 
of the flu’s most serious 
and potentially deadly 
complications. The GDC 
now recommends that 
adults 65 and older receive 
the pneumococcal conju¬ 
gate vaccine followed by 
the pneumococcal poly¬ 
saccharide vaccine in six 
to 12 months. Adults 65 
or older who previously 
received pneumococ¬ 
cal polysaccharide vac¬ 
cine should inquire with 
their medical providers 
or pharmacists about the 
time for them to receive 
the pneumococcal con¬ 
jugate vaccine. Getting 
both vaccines offers the 
best protection against 
pneumococcal disease. 
Between 3,000 and 49,000 
deaths are attributed to 
flu and pneumonia na¬ 
tionally each year, with 
more than 90 percent of 
those deaths occurring in 
people age 65 and older.

Mortons Gap Traffic Stop 
Ends With Double Arrest 


Two people staying 
at the Pennyrile Inn, 99 
Free Henry Ford Road 
in Mortons Gap, were ar¬ 
rested March 31 by the 
Hopkins County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department follow¬ 
ing a traffic stop. 

Deputy Ryan Bailey 
and Deputy Josh Travis 
stopped a 2004 Chevro¬ 
let van for an equipment 
violation. After stopping 
her vehicle, the driver, 
Jody Stiles, 46, dropped 
a baggie containing pre¬ 
scription controlled sub¬ 
stances onto the ground 
and attempted to destroy 
the medication with her 
foot. Stiles was arrest¬ 
ed, and during a search 
of her person, several 
baggies containing syn¬ 
thetic marijuana were 
found. 

According to the 
sheriff’s office, Roger 
Thomas, 51, a passenger 
in the vehicle became 
extremely disorderly 
and was noticeably un¬ 
der the influence of 
drugs. A search of the 
vehicle revealed a large 
duffel bag containing 
several pounds of sus¬ 
pected synthetic mari¬ 
juana. Near the duffel, 
deputies located two 
rifles and a shotgun as 
well as a large machete 
concealed next to the 
passenger seat. 


The traffic stop oc¬ 
curred directly in front 
of the subjects’ hotel 
room at the Pennyrile 
Inn. During a welfare 
check of one subject’s 
underage daughter, the 
deputies discovered she 
had been left alone in 
the room with numer¬ 
ous items of drug para¬ 
phernalia and synthetic 
drugs. 

Stiles was charged 
with DUI, carrying a 
concealed weapon, pos¬ 
session of a controlled 
substance, third-degree 
(drug unspecified), tam¬ 
pering with physical 
evidence, trafficking in 
synthetic drugs (weap¬ 
on enhanced), posses¬ 
sion of synthetic drugs, 
possession of drug 
paraphernalia, endan¬ 
gering the welfare of a 
minor and prescription 
controlled substance 
not in a proper contain¬ 
er. 

Thomas was charged 
with trafficking in syn¬ 
thetic drugs (weapon 
enhanced), carrying a 
concealed weapon, pos¬ 
session of drug para¬ 
phernalia, second-degree 
disorderly conduct, re¬ 
sisting arrest, endan¬ 
gering the welfare of a 
minor and public intoxi¬ 
cation of a controlled 
substance.

President/Congress should consult

Congress has developed a fond¬ 
ness for open letters when it comes 
to Iran. First came the warning 
shot signed by 47 Republican sena¬ 
tors that touched off a storm of 
criticism. Not to be outdone, the 
House checked in with its own 
bipartisan and more diplomati¬ 
cally stated letter to the president, 
warning that its members must 
be satisfied with any agreement 
before they’ll vote to reduce sanc¬ 
tions. 

What lies behind these moves? 
I think Congress feels left out of 
foreign policy-making. 

I have considerable sympathy 
for this impulse. Over the decades, 
too much power has drifted to the 
president when it comes to foreign 
affairs. The Congress has been 
deferential, even timid, in allow¬ 
ing this to happen. 

Moreover, the administration 
has not done an especially good 
job of consulting with Congress. 
The president is the chief actor in 
foreign policy, and it’s his obliga¬ 
tion to reach out and develop a 
sustained dialogue with Congress 
on foreign policy matters. As far 
as I can tell, he has not done that 
sufficiently. 

Yet much as I want to see 
Congress speak up on foreign 
policy, how it does so matters. 
The Senate’s letter to Iran was 
ill-considered and unhelpful. Its 
purpose was to defeat the nucle¬ 
ar negotiations, and it under¬ 
cut the president while he was 
trying to negotiate a deal with 
another world leader. It raised 
questions about America’s reli¬ 
ability, invited doubt about the 
president’s ability to negotiate 
a deal, and created a major dis¬ 
traction at a crucial moment. 
The letter undermined not only 
this president’s credibility, but 
undermines future presidents’ as 


well. It suggests that 
no one in the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment is empow¬ 
ered to strike a deal. 

The letter did 
focus appropriately 
on presidential use 
of executive orders 
to conduct foreign 
policy, but it wrongly 
implied that presi¬ 
dents are hamstrung 
in the conduct of pol¬ 
icy. The senators sug¬ 
gested that an execu¬ 
tive order on Iran is 
likely to be reversed 
by a future president, 
which is not true. Presidential 
deals with other countries are 
rarely overturned by their suc¬ 
cessors. 

In part, this is because once an 
agreement is in place it becomes 
very difficult to undo — espe¬ 
cially if it’s working. Also, presi¬ 
dents are reluctant to reverse 
their predecessors’ work because 
they don’t want to undercut the 
same tool they themselves rely 
on to pursue their foreign policy 
goals. 

As a nation we’ve gotten into 
the bad habit of using executive 
orders for the most important for¬ 
eign policy initiatives — includ¬ 
ing such watershed moments as 
Richard Nixon’s opening toward 
China and President Obama’s 
accord with Syria banning the 
use of chemical weapons. In 
recent decades, 94 percent of 
pacts between the U.S. and other 
countries have been under execu¬ 
tive orders; just 6 percent are 
done by treaty. This is because 
treaties require a two-thirds vote 
of the Senate before they can 
be ratified, and that has become 
a near-impossible milestone to 
reach. 

Yet the fact that a president can 
act on his own does not mean that 


he should do so. The 
reliance on executive 
orders means we have 
no clear mechanism, 
or even requirement, 
for the president to 
consult and work with 
Congress on foreign 
policy. So Congress 
feels left out of the 
action, and in an effort 
to deal itself back in it 
behaves clumsily, as 
the Senate did with 
the Iran letter. 

The way past these 
bitter battles is mean¬ 
ingful consultation. 
The president and the Congress 
need to consult regularly and in 
depth before problems come to 
a head. Sustained and respectful 
consultation would go a long way 
toward avoiding the acrimonious 
contention over foreign policy 
that we’ve seen of late. 

Fdward S. Corwin, a professor 
of jurisprudence at Princeton in 
the first half of the 20th centu¬ 
ry, once called the Constitution 
an “invitation to struggle for the 
privilege of directing American 
foreign policy” — a line that is far 
better known than Corwin him¬ 
self. Over the last half-century, the 
contest has largely been decided 
in favor of the president. 

Congress’s bid to reopen the 
question is not, in and of itself, 
a bad thing. But if the President 
and the Congress want to avoid 
these flare-ups and strengthen the 
nation’s foreign policy, they should 
exercise in-depth, sustained con¬ 
sultation.

State lawmakers reached a last minute compro¬ 
mise to address Kentucky’s growing heroin epidemic 
after three years of tough negotiations between 
Democrats and Republicans. 

While the two parties had varying philosophies on 
how to tackle the problem, a bipartisan bill contain¬ 
ing key components was passed and has already been 
signed into law by Kentucky Gov. Steve Beshear 

Final negotiations came down to the wire, and 
state Rep. David Floyd, who served on the conference 
committee to reach a compromise, played a key role 
by encouraging his fellow legislators to compose a 
comprehensive bill that would address drug addic¬ 
tion itself, and not just increase penalties for traf¬ 
fickers. 

“Increasing penalties doesn’t really discourage 
the activity,” Floyd said. He felt that helping addicts 
and turning their lives around should be the mission. 

Floyd is correct in his assessment and deserves 
credit for the hard-negotiated compromise. He 
also deserves credit for standing by the principle 
that treatment options were necessary to have a 
comprehensive bill, even though his fellow Repub¬ 
licans didn’t initially support funding treatment 
options. 

Those who have followed the issue know that 
heroin abuse soared in Kentucky as an unintended 
consequence after the state’s “pill mill” legisla¬ 
tion, cracking down on pain clinics and prescribed 
narcotic pain medication, was enacted in 2012. 
Another contributor, according to the Kentucky 
Office of Drug Control Policy, was the reformula¬ 
tion of two widely abused drugs — Oxycontin in 
2010 and Opana in 2011 — that made it harder to 
crush and snort them for a high. Suddenly, heroin 
became the drug of choice because it was cheaper 
and readily available on the street. Heroin over¬ 
doses and addiction skyrocketed overnight, becom¬ 
ing a mainstream crisis in communities all across 
Kentucky. 

But with this new, comprehensive legislation, 
there is finally help for addicts and families across 
the state. There will be Democrat-supported, 
financed treatment programs for addicts, eliminat¬ 
ing any barriers for a return to productive lives, 
free from drugs. There will also be an option for 
local health departments, with prior approval from 
local governments, to enact needle exchange pro¬ 


grams. These programs, though highly controver¬ 
sial, would curb the spread of potentially deadly 
diseases, such as AIDS and hepatitis C. There is a 
“Good Samaritan” provision for people who seek 
help for overdose victims that would exempt them 
from prosecution. The law also increases access to 
naloxone, a drug that can immediately reverse the 
effects of a heroin overdose. And finally. Republi¬ 
cans won tougher penalties for heroin traffickers, 
requiring them to serve at least 50 percent of their 
sentences when convicted of trafficking. 

Heroin continues to claim hundreds of lives and 
destroy families across the state. The deadly drug 
addiction knows no face, boundaries or economic sta¬ 
tus. But with this new law, grieving families finally 
have hope and drug addicts may finally find some 
help.

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Fund raid is result of poor budgetting 


You may recall that our praise for the General 
Assembly’s accomplishments came with a caveat 
that it was too soon to know all that went down in the 
session’s final hours. 

Turns out lawmakers waited until after midnight 
to raid the balance of the public employees health 
insurance fund for $63.5 million, as The Courier- 
Journal’s Tom Loftus discovered and reported a few 
days after the gavel fell on the 2015 session. 

Coming at the last minute, the action gave state 
workers and school district employees, who pay pre¬ 
miums into the fund, no chance to protest. 

Such raids have become common. Lawmakers and 
governors have been avoiding tax reform for years 
by tapping into various state funds to balance the 
budget. 

State budgets routinely divert money from funds 
created for specific purposes and collected from 
sources such as professional and occupational licens¬ 
ing fees, or sales of license plates which are supposed 
to support nature preserves but instead make up for 
shortfalls in the General Fund. 

The practice has been upheld by the state Supreme 
Court, which, incidentally depends on the legislature 
to fund it and the rest of the state’s judicial system. 

The $63.5 million raided from the public employ¬ 


ees insurance fund will provide $10 million to cover 
a shortfall in public school funding, $10 million to 
fund the new heroin bill and $7.8 million to help 
cover losses in road programs due to declines in gas 
tax revenue. 

The rest will plump up the state’s rainy-day fund 
which has been running low. 

Lawmakers also dipped $3 million from one of 
their favorite wells — the fund that is supposed to 
clean up leaking underground storage tanks and that 
gets its money from a 1.4 cent tax on each gallon of 
gasoline. 

Brent McKim, president of the Jefferson County 
Teachers Association, told Loftus that “a significant 
fraction” of the insurance fund “represents what we 
pay in. So, in essence, this transfer is a selective tax 
on public employees.” The money could have been 
used to lower costs or improve benefits for the public 
employees who pay into the fund. 

The $63 million raided from the employees insur¬ 
ance fund will go to good causes. But you have to 
figure lawmakers know this is no way to run a state 
or they wouldn’t have waited until the dead of their 
last night to do it.

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No health care coverage is not the answer 


Gubernatorial hopeful James Comer started out 
on the right track when he decided to address health 
care recently, citing Kentucky’s decades-long history 
of poverty, child abuse, death and disease. 

Then he went off the rails. 

The solution offered by Mr. Comer, one of four 
Republicans vying for the GOP nomination? Strip 
health care coverage from many of the more than 
500,000 Kentuckians who obtained it through the 
Affordable Care Act. 

Some have gained health coverage for the first time 
in years, others for the first time in their lives under 
the law also known as Obamacare. Most, because 
Kentucky is such an impoverished state, qualify for 
Medicaid, which Mr. Comer wants to slash. 

Mr. Comer wants to abolish the Kentucky version 
of Obamacare known as kynect, echoing the talking 
points of Kentucky’s senior Sen. Mitch McConnell 


as he vowed to seek repeal of the law “root and 
branch.” 

Instead, Mr. Comer vaguely promises to create 
jobs that might come with health coverage. 

Meanwhile, he will attack the state’s deadly 
health problems with prevention and access to 
health care — failing to explain how he’d do that 
after he strips away the only means of many Ken¬ 
tuckians to pay for care. That’s what got Kentucky 
where it is today. 

Mr. Comer is a smart, articulate guy who’s had 
a successful run as state agriculture commis¬ 
sioner. 

He owes Kentucky a more rational approach to 
one of the state’s most pressing problems if he 
hopes to be governor.

return to the Internal Revenue Service. 

Here are some filing tax tips: 

•If depositing returns in a blue col¬ 
lection box on April 15, double check 
the pickup schedule on the label. To 
ensure getting the April 15 postmark, 
deposit returns before the last sched¬ 
uled pickup time. 

•Affix the appropriate postage, es¬ 
pecially since the item may weigh 
more than an ounce. The IRS will not 
pay postage due, and filings will be re¬ 
turned if there is insufficient postage. 
The cost of a 1-ounce letter is 49 cents 


and 21 cents for each additional ounce. 

•Include a return address on the en¬ 
velope. Short-paid items without a re¬ 
turn address will be sent to the postal 
mail recovery office for determination 
of the sender, delaying its return. 

•The USPS highly recommends get¬ 
ting the security of proof of mailing 
and proof of delivery of your tax re¬ 
turns — use certified mail service with 
a return receipt plus the applicable 
postage. 

Mail must be deposited before the 
last collection time at the post office or 
collection box on April 15 to receive an 
April 15 postmark.

want to live the rest of their 
lives,” DeeAnna Esslinger, 
executive director of the 
Greater Kentucky and South¬ 
ern Indiana Chapter of the 
Alzheimer’s Association, said 
in a press release. 

The report says an estimat¬ 
ed 5.3 million Americans have 
Alzheimer’s disease, including 
68,000 Kentuckians. And bar¬ 
ring the development of medi¬ 
cal breakthroughs, the report 


says the number of Ameri¬ 
cans with the disease will rise 
to 13.8 million by 2050. Other 
items from the report: 

Almost half a million peo¬ 
ple age 65 or older will develop 
Alzheimer’s in the US. this 
year. 

By 2050, an American will 
develop the disease an average 
of every 33 seconds. 

Two-thirds of Americans 
over age 65 with Alzheimer’s 
(3.2 million) are women. 

Alzheimer’s is the sixth-lead¬ 


ing cause of death in the US. 

In Kentucky, 1,462 people 
died with Alzheimer’s in 2012, 
a 74 percent increase since 
2000. 

Nationwide from 2000 to 
2013, the number of Alzheim¬ 
er’s deaths increased 71 per¬ 
cent, while deaths from other 
major diseases decreased. 

The cost to care for Ameri¬ 
cans with Alzheimer’s and 
other dementias in 2015 is esti¬ 
mated at $226 billion, of which 
$153 billion is the cost to Medi¬ 


care and Medicaid alone, mak¬ 
ing Alzheimer’s the costliest 
disease to society, the release 
says. The report projected this 
cost will increase to more than 
$1 trillion in 2050. 

‘Alzheimer’s is a triple 
threat unlike any other disease 
— with soaring prevalence, 
lack of effective treatment and 
enormous costs. Promising 
research is ready for the pipe¬ 
line, but there’s an urgent need 
to accelerate federal funding 
to find treatment options that 


effectively prevent and treat 
Alzheimer’s,” Beth Kallmyer, 
vice president of constituent 
services for the Alzheimer’s 
Association, said in a release.

Road to championship ends for Kentucky

In the end, it all slipped 
away so quickly. 

Kentucky’s dream of an 
unbeaten season, of a ninth 
national championship, 
seemed on course. 

When Karl-Anthony Towns 
scored over Wisconsin star 
Frank Kaminsky with 6:35 left, 
the Cats led 60-56. 

As usual, the UK defense 
went into lock-down mode. 
The Cats held Wisconsin with¬ 
out a field goal for more than 
seven minutes. 

The Cats seemed on the 
way to a Monday night NCAA 
Championship Game meeting 
with destiny and Duke. 

Then it all slipped away, in a 
stunning stretch of bad shots, 
shot-clock violations and stag¬ 
nant Kentucky offensive posses¬ 
sions that will stalk the night¬ 
mares of John Calipari forever 

With UK unable to score, 
Wisconsin ended the game on 
a 15-4 run and finished off 
Kentucky’s drive to 40-0 with 
a 71-64 win in the NCAA Tour¬ 
nament national semifinals 
before a Lucas Oil Stadium 
crowd of 72,238. 

“We’ve been a finishing 
team,” Kentucky Coach John 
Calipari said. “They did to 
us what we’ve done to teams. 
They finished and we didn’t. 
That’s why they’re still play¬ 
ing and we’re not.” 

Though it appeared UK may 
have been deliberately slowing 
the tempo after it got ahead 
60-56, Calipari said that was 
not the plan. 

“We didn’t slow it down,” 
the UK coach said. “We were 
still trying to post the ball, still 
trying to run pick-and-rolls. 
They guarded us a little tight, 
the guys got a little tentative.” 


Three straight times, after 
Towns scored to put the Cats 
ahead 60-56, UK had the ball 
with a chance to extend its 
lead. 

After UK failed to close the 
door, Wisconsin’s Sam Dekker 
hit a driving layup with 4:26 
left to pull the Badgers with¬ 
in 60-58. It was Wisconsin’s 
first field goal since a Traevon 
Jackson layin at 11:36. 

Kentucky took a shot-clock 
violation at 3:16, then Wiscon¬ 
sin’s Nigel Hayes threw a shot 
into the bucket just ahead of

spring is prime time for trophy bass

A winter back- 

loaded with cold, snow and high water can make the 
season’s stay seem unusually long and especially 
harsh. 

The first warm days of the year never come soon 
enough. But when they do, a feeling of euphoria 
sweeps over anglers because springtime offers some 
of the year’s best opportunities for trophy largemouth 
bass. 

“Fall is a great opportunity to catch a big one, but 
your best shot at the biggest bass of the year or your 
life is right now,” said Geoff Roberts, a conservation 
educator with the Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources and an avid bass angler. 

The longer periods of daylight and the warming 
water temperatures of springtime tell largemouth 
bass that it’s time to move shallow. It’s also at this time 
when the big bass are at their heaviest, especially rav¬ 
enous females that must pack on weight in prepara¬ 
tion for spawning. 

Kentucky boasts numerous lakes that hold “good” 
to “excellent” populations of largemouth bass. In its 
annual Fishing Forecast, Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
classified almost 40 fisheries in those two categories. 

Anchoring the list of “excellent” largemouth bass 
options are Kentucky Lake and Lake Barkley in the 
west and Barren River Lake in the southwest. Also 
making the cut were 760-acre Beshear Lake in 
Caldwell and Christian counties; 8,270-acre Cave Run 
Lake in Bath, Menifee, Rowan and Morgan counties; 
and 784-acre Cedar Creek Lake in Lincoln County; 
32-acre Fishpond Lake in Letcher County; 767-acre 
Lake Malone in Muhlenberg, Todd and Logan coun¬ 
ties; 169-acre Wilgreen Lake in Madison County and 
36-acre Spurlington Lake in Taylor County 

Fish population survey work conducted by fisheries 
biologists last May on Cedar Creek Lake found vast 
numbers of 19- to 21-inch largemouth bass. There is a 
one-fish daily creel and 20-inch minimum size limit on 
the lake. Anglers have been catching bass in the 
creeks, and the areas around the KY 1770 bridge and 
mid-lake boat ramp near old US. 150 are two proven 
spots in a lake full of them. 

“The number of really large fish is impressive,” 
said John Williams, southeastern fisheries district 
biologist with Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “The area 
by the US. 150 ramp has a lot of cover and shallow 
water with access to deep water.” 

Wilgreen Lake’s bass population stood out in last 
year’s research in the northeastern fisheries district. 
It yielded good numbers of fish over 15 inches and 20 
inches, but bass don’t have to search hard for food with 
gizzard shad prevalent in the lake. 

“You can fish pretty much across the whole dam on 
that lake,” said Tom Timmermann, northeastern fish¬ 
eries district biologist with Kentucky Fish and

Wildlife. “We see some nice fish across the dam. That 
would be a nice place to try If you’re fishing Wilgreen, 
Lake Reba is just on the other side of Richmond. It has 
nice numbers of fish over 15 inches as well, and half 
of that is bank accessible. Those two lakes being the 
size that they are, it might make for a good day to fish 
one in the morning and then try to fish the other in 
the evening.” 

Grayson Lake in Carter and Elliott Counties 
showed improvement last year, earning the 1,512-acre 
reservoir up-and-comer status in this year’s Fishing 
Forecast. 

“There are some nice fish in there, but it’s a tricky 
lake to fish,” Timmermann said. “Grayson Lake and 
Cave Run aren’t that dissimilar in the fact that they’re 
deep, clear, eastern Kentucky mountain lakes. If you 
don’t put your time in to learn your spots you could 
struggle. But those guys that know what they’re doing 
on Grayson tend to have fun with it.” 

Bass typically start to move shallow when the water 
temperature ranges from 55 to 65 degrees with farm 
ponds and smaller lakes warming up first. 

“At a certain point, you’ve got fish in all three phas¬ 
es: pre-spawn, spawn and post-spawn,” Roberts said. 
“If you try targeting the pre-spawners and you strike 


either plate is $34. 

Before a specialty license plate goes into produc¬ 
tion, the state requires organizations to submit an 
application outlining the mission of the organization 
and the way in which donations from the plate will be 
used. Once the application and plate design are 
approved, the organization is required to gather the 
signatures of 900 people who pay $25 each in advance 
for a plate. Once the plates are available, those 900 peo¬ 
ple receive a $25 credit when they order the plate at a 
county clerk’s office. For an additional $25, a specialty 
plate can be personalized.

out doing that, try something a little different like 
sight fishing. And if you can’t get anything going 
there, look for the post-spawn fish.” 

Good lures to have on hand in early spring are jig 
and trailer combinations, spinnerbaits, square-billed 
and lipless crankbaits, suspending jerkbaits and other 
shad imitations. 

Try to intercept bass at spots that lead to spawning 
areas, Roberts said, such as deeper points and the deep¬ 
er stretches of banks that lead into embayments, creeks 
or a big pocket, and work back. 

“What you want to try to find are basically what 
bass use as highways,” he said. “Bass like to feel 
secure and they like to have ambush points, so they’re 
going to use whatever cover is available as they work 
their way back in until they go to where they’re going 
to spawn. And then they’re going to do the exact same 
thing coming back out. 

“When they do get shallow, look for any stumps, lay 
down or structure like that because that’s what they’re 
either going to be spawning next to or hanging out by 
either in preparation for spawning or immediately 
after they spawn.” 

Spring fishing is grateful fishing, and the thrill of 
an early spring reunion with the water never grows 
old. The pull of a trophy largemouth bass only makes 
it better.

MASTER MOTIVATOR 

A Pep Talk from Joe Gibbs Propels Denny Hamlin to Martinsville Win 


ometimes, a bit of old-fashioned motivation still works. 
Days after team patriarch and former NFL coach Joe 
Gibbs turned up the intensity in a mid-week, high-level 
meeting and demanded an improvement 
from his struggling four-car NASCAR 
Sprint Cup Series enterprise, Denny Hamlin re¬ 
sponded by driving to the team’s first win in nearly 
a year. 

“We had the longest competition meeting I’ve ever 
been a part of this past week,” Hamlin said following 
Sunday’s race. “Joe raised his voice, which doesn’t happen very 
often, told us to get off our tails and go to work, and we all did it, 
and got a great result for this race team.” 

Hamlin drove to the win in Sunday’s STP 500 at Martinsville 
Speedway, narrowly holding off a bumper-rattling late charge 
from Brad Keselowski. It was Hamlin’s fifth win in 19 Martins¬ 
ville starts and 25th overall. “Sometimes you need a leader like 
that to kind of put things in perspective,” Hamlin said. “Not that 
people weren’t working hard, but it just takes that extra 10 percent 
out of everyone to get to that next level.” 

The locker room-style motivation from Gibbs came amid a 
season of increasing uncertainty for NASCAR’s flagship Toyota 
team. In addition to the winning drought that extended to April of 
last season for both JGR and Toyota, the team was already reeling 
from the indefinite loss of the injured Kyle Busch in February. 
Then, last week, the team revealed Gibbs’ son and JGR team presi¬ 
dent J.D. Gibbs was battling concussion-like symptoms that had 
impacted brain function for the last six months and has left doctors 
scrambling to both diagnose and treat. 

Beyond Hamlin’s win at the half-mile short track, JGR cars 
finished fourth (Matt Kenseth) and fifth (David Ragan). Carl Ed¬ 
wards, still seeking his first top-10 finish in his new No. 19 at JGR, 
came home 17th after a flat tire sent his Toyota spinning from the 
top 10 with 66 laps to go. 

Hamlin first led at Lap 148 after passing Kevin Harvick in the 
middle of a green flag run. He was out front until the next caution 
flag on Lap 165 but fell deep in the field during the ensuing round 
of pit stops when his team was penalized for failing to safely con¬ 
trol a tire. It was just one of many moments on pit road that didn’t 
go well for Hamlin’s No. 11 team that featured a substitute pit 
crew member due to injury and a rear tire-changer battling the flu. 
Hamlin’s qualifying effort Friday with an aggressive setup didn’t 
work as planned, leaving the team with the 16th pick of a pit stall. 

“When you go to pick pits there’s not a whole lot of good op¬ 
tions,” said Dave Rogers, Hamlin’s crew chief. “We tried (pit stall) 
No. 43, it’s one of those things, ‘Hey, let’s try it, if it works out 
we’ll try it in the fall.’ It didn’t work out.” 


Hamlin fought back to the lead by Lap 316, but only for a brief 
11 laps until Harvick took it away again. Harvick led a race-high 
154 laps but slid to eighth at the finish to end his streak of 1-2 
finishes at eight races. Hamlin would lead twice more 
and sealed the win by pacing the final 28 laps. 

“This buys you months of time to get everything 
worked out and get all the kinks worked out because 
we know we can go on a championship run,” Ham¬ 
lin said after the victory, one that qualified him for 
the first round of NASCAR’s championship contest. 
“Knowing that this racetrack holds the key to that top four getting 
into Homestead, I like our chances.” 

Keselowski, the 2012 series champion who qualified for the 
Chase with a win last week at Auto Club Speedway, felt he did 
everything he could have to nudge Hamlin out of the way in the 
final laps. 

“I hit him pretty good a couple times, so he did a good job, and 
he chose not to wreck, which I’ll give him credit for,” Keselowski 
said. “But it was fun. I just had fun. I really don’t know what more 
I could have done other than just drove through him.”

finish - and remained hospitalized until at least Monday night in Charlotte. Team 
officials say Larson is in good spirits and feels fine. Larson joined Kyle Busch (bro¬ 
ken leg and foot) and Brian Vickers (blood clot) in being sidelined at Martinsville for 
medical reasons. 

NEARLY PERFECT PENSKE WEEKEND Brad Keselowski (second at Martins¬ 
ville) and Joey Logano (third) narrowly missed capping off an amazing race weekend 
for Roger Penske’s entire operation. Logano started from the pole for Sunday’s 
500-lapper at Martinsville, a day after winning and starting from the pole in the 
Brad Keselowski Racing (and Penske-affiliated) No. 29 Camping World Truck Series 
entry. Meanwhile, Juan Pablo Montoya and Will Power led a Penske sweep of the 
top finishing spots at the Verizon IndyCar Series’ Grand Prix of St. Petersburg. 


Kevin Harvick’s streak of finishing first 
or second in eight consecutive races 
ended at Martinsville Speedway, but 
he's still showing incredible speed. After 
leading 154 laps Sunday, Harvick has 
paced Sprint Gup races for 670 laps this 
season in just six events. That’s more 
than he led in any one full 36-race sea¬ 
son from 2007 to 2013.

Hand Sanitizers vs. Hand Washing 

DEAR DR. ROACH: One encounters 
many forms of “hand sanitizer” products 
these days: in medical waiting rooms, 
restrooms, public places and in our kitch¬ 
en. 

These are waterless, very quick dry¬ 
ing products; we even have them in our 
automobile. 

When one has many daily occasions to 
clean the hands, is it better (for your skin) 
to use soap and water, or the modern 
hand-sanitizer products? - N.M.G. 

ANSWER: The jury is out on which is 
more effective, if you compare good tech¬ 
nique with one against the other. Both 
are effective at reducing bacteria on the 
hands. However, alcohol-based sanitizers 
are easy to use, portable, fast and are 
less irritable to the hands than repeated 
washings. There is better compliance 
with them, and so they are more effective 
in the real world. 

Sanitizers are not effective against all 
germs. They do not kill the spores of 
Clostridium difficile, a cause of severe 
diarrhea. However, soap and water wash 
the spores off and are effective where 
sanitizers are not, so soap and water 
should be used in cases of known or 
suspected C. diff diarrhea. Sanitizers 
also are not effective against norovirus, 
another infectious diarrhea. They also 
can’t remove grease. 


on the back. Only a minority of people 
with psoriasis will ever develop psoriatic 
arthritis, but you have to have psoriasis 
to get psoriatic arthritis. Sometimes, the 
arthritis shows up before the skin lesions, 
making the diagnosis difficult. 

Unfortunately, damage to the joints 
can happen early in the course of psori¬ 
atic arthritis, but only an X-ray can show 
the extent of damage. Your daughter may 
need aggressive treatment. A rheuma¬ 
tologist experienced in psoriatic arthritis 
is essential.

DEAR DR. ROACH: After two years of 
seeing several doctors and being misdi¬ 
agnosed and treated with wrong medica¬ 
tions, my 27-year-old daughter has been 
diagnosed with psoriatic arthritis. Her 
joint pain has been constant during this 
time. What kind of long-term damage has 
been done during this time? - A.E 

ANSWER: Psoriasis is a common 
inflammatory skin condition, with weU- 
known plaques - raised red patches with 
silvery scales or flaked skin -- most com- 


DEAR DR. ROACH: During a checkup 
with my internist, I was told that I have 
a rather large lipoma on my back. I was 
told that it is totally harmless and can be 
removed if it bothers me. Now I realize 
that I am somewhat concerned about it, 
as I had ovarian cancer two years ago. 

Can I really be sure it is benign with¬ 
out a biopsy? I don’t want to find out in a 
few years that it is cancerous. - S.R. 

ANSWER: A lipoma is a very com¬ 
mon fatty tumor. They almost always are 
benign. If there is a suspicion of malig¬ 
nancy (called liposarcoma), an MRI scan 
can be done or a biopsy obtained. Surgery 
is seldom required, except for cosmetic 
reasons. 

I don’t believe that you are at higher 
risk for this being the rare cancerous type 
simply because of your history I would 
just recommend dutiful follow-up. I have 
sometimes carefully measured these to 
see if they grow over time.
